LONDON, April 18.—Great Brit- 
ain is the firtt country to adopt a 
military flac for the newest branch 
of the service—the flying service.

gue. 

The committee, after hearing the 


}arguments of both sides, went into ' 
executive session, at which the Sen- 
ae action of dropping the Los An- 
geles county road and substituting 
the Kern county project was re- 
versed. The committee voted to rec- 
ommend the Bailey's - Lancaster 
highway, but it is believed there 
will be no objection to inclusion of 
the Walker Pass project in addition 
to the other, and both sides to the 
controversy expressed themselves 
satisfied with the outlook. 

It is the first time that the Los 
Angeles delegation has shown its 
teeth during the present session of 
the Legislature. Before the hear- 
ing proceeded far it became ap- 
parent that the road seekers from 
Kern county were faring badly. The 
only question at midnight, when 
the committee went into cxecutive 
session was whether both the 
Walker Passe and Balleys-Lancaster 
highwaye would be included or 
whether Kern county would lose out 
entirely. 

Supervisor Dodge told the com- 
mittee politely, but. forcibly, that 
the people of Los An#bles county 414 
not propose to submit to a legisia- 
tive action that resembiod very 
strongly grand larceny in the ques- 
tion of highways. 

COUNTY MUST PAY.. 

“The assessed valuation of Los 

Angeles county is more than $1,000,- 


000,000," he said. “It is plain that 
the mon for the retirement of 
these bonds will have to be raised 
through an ad valorem tax. There 
are to be $40,000,000 of the bonds. 
Los Angeles county will pay %12,- 
000,000 of that sum. Our original 
allotment was about $2,600,000 in 
State highways.

Our people are 
up in arms over such high-handed 
action. Remember that Los An- 
geles county caste one-third of the 
entire vote of the State. If we are 
to be treated in this manner it must 
be clear to you that the success 6f 
the bond issue will be seriously 
menaced. 


“]T stood as a member of the 
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committee of twenty-one for the 
inclusion of a number of _roads that 


I did not consider exactly State 
highways, because our county 
ways treats these matters in a large- 
handed way. But we cannot regard 
the action that has taken place as 
aught short of treachery, and I 
have here to submit to you tele- 
grams from the Board of Supervis- 
ors of Los Angeles county of which 
I am alro a member, of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, of the Board of 
Trade’ and of scores of influential 
citizens not only asking, but de- 
manding that the Baileys-Lancaster 
highway be put back.” 


Supervisor Bean spoke in a siimi- 


lar strain. . Both Supervisors said 
that -they were members of the 
Southern California Automobile 
Club and that they were certain 
that the resolution of the club to 
substitute the Walker Pacs 
for the Baileys-Lancaster road did 
not represent the sentiment of even 
a large minority of the club. ; 

Members of the Kern county dele- 
gation took exception to being called 
road bandits. They said they were 
asking for the construction of a road 
that was a part of the Federal gov- 
ernment's proposed system for a na- 
tional defense, in place of a purely 
local road in Los Angeles county. 

MORE BONDS ASKED. 

Assemblyman Doran made a mo- 
tion that the bond limit be increased 
$800,000, and that both highways 
be included. Discussions of this mo- 
tion was reserved for the executive 
session. 

Assemblyman Fleming told the 
committee that the Los Angeles 
county delegation of fifteen members 
in the Assembly demanded that the 
Baileys-Lancaster road be restored 
to its original place in the bond is- 
sue. He presented a resolution signed 
by every member of the delegation 
to that effect. : 

“T have some highly, important tel- 
egrams to read to the members of 
the committee,” he said, “telegrams 
that have an important bearing on 
the bond issue, But I prefer to have 
them read in the executive session. 
But, understand this, Los Angeles 
county is asking for no compromise, 
she asks that the agreement into 
which Wwe all entered, to which every 
Assembly district in the State was a 
party, shall not be broken. After our 
road ig restored to us we will be in 
a position to consider the merits of 
the Walker Pass road. But we shall 
not do that as a compromise. The 
Los Angeles county delegation in 
the Asesmbly hasn't compromised a 
principle during the seagsion, and 
we are not going to begin now.” 

TELEGRAMS RECEIVED. 


It is understood that among the 
telegrams to which Fleming  ne- 
ferred were meéesages signed by the 
publishers of The Times, the Express 
and the Examiner, carrying the as- 
surance that if the Balleys-Lancas- 
ter highway was not restored to the 
list included in the bond  itasue, 
those papers would be constrained to 
oppose the bond issue. 

Carl McStay, fleld secretary of the 
Southern California Automobile 
Club, read a resolution from the 
board of directors of that club in- 
dorsing the substitution of the Wal- 
ker Pass highway for the Balileys- 
Lancaster road, but said ‘hat the res- 
olution was not indorsed by all the 
directors. 

During the executive sercion he in- 
timated that the association would 
probably not be averse to a com- 
promise by which both raods would 
be built. One form of compromise 
was that the Lancuster to 
Baileys road should be put back 
end the Walker Pages road also in- 
cluded. There is no reference in the 
Highway Bond Act to the amount of 
money that shall be expended on 
each road, and it could still be called 
a $40,000,000 issue. 

It is notorious that the previous 
bond issues have only been about 
half enough money to build all the 
roads namied in the acta, and it is not 
believed that $40,000,000 will bulid 
the roads originally included, with- 
out considering the Walker Pass 
road.

Censorship Removed on Code 
Messages to Orient. 


in Export Business. 


Baker Expected to Resign and 
Run for Presidency.

WASHINGTON, April 18,—Coast 
merchants engaged in export trade 
to the Orient, Mexico and South 
America can now use cable code 
freely without censorship. This is 
true to all points in the Orient ex- 
cept Asia Minor and Viadivostok. 
The action has just been taken by 
the government. 

The United States 
stopped censoring cablegrams to or 
from points within British, French 
or Italian territory, irrespective of 
the route or other terminus of such 
cablegrams. It is, however, to be 
noted that British, French and 
Italian cens pe are still in 
operation and the fact that the 
United States has stopped censor- 
ing ceftain cablegrams does not 
mean that such cablegrams will not 
be subjected to censorship by Great 
Britain, France or Italy, as the case 
may be. The United States will 
not censor a cablegram between 
Lima and Paris, but the French 
will and such a cablegram will have 
te conform to the rules of French 
censorship, whereas a cablegram 
between Lima and New York is 
subject to no censorship whatever. 
Similarly, a caglegram from Mex!- 
co City to London, or through Lon- 
don. must conform to the British 
regulations, whereas a cablegram 
from Mexico City to Bostun is sub- 
Ject to no restriction. 

The British governmen* hag not 
yet decided whether it will permit 
cablegrams in private code hetween 
Luz and South America tu pass via 
London, but it is hoped a decision 
will soon be reached. 

The restoration of the right to 
use private code between Luz ter- 
ritory and all’ parts of the Far East 
other than to or through  Viadi- 
vostok and the re-establishment of 
the same privilege with Central or 
South America will prove highly 
beneficial to cable users and tend 
to hasten the resumption of normal 
trade, 

Cablegrams between United 
States territory and principals in 
Europe, Africa and Asia Minor 
are not within British, 
French or Italian territory will be 
censored by the United States as 
formerly and the same restrictions 
and regulations will remain in 
force. 

“We have only one Pacific cable, 
and that with limited capacity and 
the delay has been some six or seven 
days when the cable was in fair 
condition,” eaid an official of the 
Postoffice Department today. ‘There 
nas recently been a break in this 
cable, however, in deep water, ne 
cessitating relays at certain points 
by wireless and cutting off direct 
communication with China, so that 
messages from China have to go by 
Japan and be relayed by a slow 
route.”

POLITICAL GIANTS 
IN ENGLAND BATTLE. 


|“IATTLE WELSHMAN” AND THE 


“NEWSPAPER NAPOLEON” 
ARE AT OUTS. 


[BY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

LONDON, April 17.—Open war- 
fare between David Lioyd George, 
British Prime Minister, and Lord 
Northcliffe, England's foremost pub- 
lisher, is to the political world the 
most interesting result of the Pre- 
mier’s fiying visit to Lendon from 
the Paris Peace Conference, and his 
speech before Parliament Wednes- 
day. 

Lord Northcliffe and Baron Bea- 
verbrook, who served as the official 
“eyewitness” for the Canadian gov- 
ernment at the front in 1916, and 
later by a chancellor of the Duchy 
of Lancaster and Minister of Infor- 
mation, always have been credited 
with being ;the powers behind the 
scenes who brought ut the re- 
tirement of Premier Asquith and the 
succession of Liovd George to — 
head of the Cabinet. Northc!i 
newspapers gave Lioyd George tm 
eral support throughout his man- 
agement of the war, but when the 
general election followed the armi- 
Stice they shifted somewhat to the 
attitude of friendly critics. Only dur- 
ing the latest developments of the 
Peace Conference have they become 
sharply critical of Mr. Lloyd 
George's leadership. 

The Premier in his speech in the 
House of Commons credited this fact 
to the “disease of vanity,” and point- 
edly hinted that it was due to dis- 
appointment on Lord Northcliffe’s 
part that he had not been appointed 
on the peace delegation. 

The Times today replied with a 
slashing attack, accusing Lioyd 
George of overlooking reports pre- 
pared by experts. 

“It is currently said by his col- 
leagues in Paris,” the Times de- 
clares, “that. while he is able to 
read and write, he does neither.’’ 

After saying that the record of 
the Times during the war speaks 
for itself, the newspaper apparently 
threatens a future attack, saying 
“some points of his war records re- 
quire to be more fully known.” 

The Evening News, a Northcliffe 
publication, today prints a cartoon of 
the Premier hovering over Westmin- 
ster in an airplane labeled “Hot Air,”’ 
with bombs for the Northcliffe pa- 
pers. 

Mr. Ldoyd George and Lord North- 
flUential personal forces in British 
polities, and now that they are 
flercely anid publicly at war, the ef- 
fect on Mr. Lioyd George's political 
fortunes and the test of the influence 
of the Northcliffe press which is ex- 
pected to follow will mark the be- 
ginning of a new political chapter.

Each man is an eager fighter, 
and the battle between the little 
Welsh “giant” and the “newspaper 
Napoleon” is not likely to be a tame 
one.

No comimaner of forces in 
the field against the government at 
the present time can become a can- 
didate for the position of provisional 
president, according to the man!- 
festo. It was written at Ciudad de 
Aramberri, State of Nuevo Leon, 
and dated February.]5, 1919.

‘LIEUT. GORDON 
TO SERVE TERM. 


Daniels Orders Navy Officer 


Orange Sheriff to Have Him 
in Custody Today. 


Action Sustains Justice-Cox in 
C 


[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. | 
SANTA ANA, April 18.—Acting 
under authority of Secretary of. the 
Navy Daniels, Sheriff C EK. Jackson 
of Orange county will send a deputy 
to San Diego tomorrow morning to 
qclaim the person of Lieut. H. B. 
'Gordon of the naval air station 
there, who will be brought here to 
Serve a ten-day jail sentence for 
speeding imposed by Justice J. B. 
Cox. It is expected that Gordon will 
be placed in jail sometime tomor- 
row afternoon. Ldeut. Gordon was 
arrested in February, charged with 
going fifty-four miles an hour. He 
pleaded guilty, expecting to be let 
off with a fine, but the ten-day sen- 
tence was given him. In order to 
gain time, he appealed, but failed 
to perfect his appeal and failed to 
show up for sentence, When a bench 
warrant was sent to San Diego, the 
navy authorities refused to turn 
him over to serve the civil sentence 
without authority of the Secretary of 
the Navy, and it was claimed that 
Gordon was the first speeder to slip 
through the clutches of Justice Cox. 
COX WRITES TO DANI 

Cox, however, laid the (matter 
fully before Daniels in a letter, in- 
closing copies of papers in the case. 

“The undisputed evidence at the 
trial of this matter showed that at 
the time of the arrest Lieut. Gordon 
was traveligh on the main public 
highway tween Los Angeles and 
San Diego at the rate of fifty-four 
miles an hour,” wrote Cox; “also, 
that that the Meutenant was not op- 
ane the car in government serv- 
ce. 

“The legn! rate of speed is thirty 
miles an hour. A faster speed has 
repeatedly resulted in accidents, as 
the road is dangerous in many 
places. Request that Lieut. Gordon 
be remanded to the cfv!l authorities 
of Orange coiwmty, California, in con- 
formity with sentence pending 
against him.” 

BRINGS RESULTS. 

This letter brought results, as 
shown by a letter received by Cox 
today from 
E. W. Spencer, Jr., at San Diego, 
stating that Gordon would be turned 
over to local authorities upon serv- 
fee of proper papers, and a state- 
ment that immediately upon satisfy- 
ing the sentence of the court, Lieut. 
Gordon would be immediately re- 
turned to the naval authorities at 
the San Diego station without ex- 
pense to the government, “provided 
that the naval authorities shali de- 
sire his return.” ; 

In his letter to the San Diego offi- 
cial, Secretary Daniels wrote: “You 
are hereby authorized to surrender 
Lieut. H. B. Gordon, Jr., U.B.N. R. 
F.. to the civil authorities, upon 
presentation of warrant in due form 
and in proper hands. You will in- 
form Justice Cox of this action, in 
order that the proper steps may. be 
taken by the civil authorities to se- 
cure the custody of Lieut. Gordon.”

Spindrup informed City Clerk Biew- 
ellyn Price that he was sending 
down some trucks to gather up the 
false work, but was told that tl 
city would resist, by force. if necei- 
sary. As a result, when the truck 
first made thelr @ppearance they 
were ordered back to Los Angeles 
by Mr. Spindrup. 

Yesterday afternoon, however, the 
trucks again appeared in Manhattan 
Beach, with same huskies to take the 
false work from the pier. and é¢m- 
ploy force if anyone resisted their 
efforts. City Marshal R. J. Kuhn 
was on the job, and forbade the men 


‘to go on the pier or remeve any

FARMERS LACK LABOR 
DESPITE BIG SURPLUS. 


RURAL DISTRICTS SEEK WORK- 
ERS WHILE CITIES HAVE 
MORE MEN THAN JOBS,

WASHINGTON, April 18.—Despite 
the surplus of labor in many sec- 
tions of the country, efforts of the 
United States Employment Service 
to secure labor for work on. the 
farms has met with little success, 
says a statement made public today 
by the Department of Labor. Con- 
cerning the labor situation, the 
statement says reports for the week 
ending April 12 from fifty-nine cities 
indicate an improvement in uhem- 
ployment conditions. Reports from 
these cities show thirty-six having 
a surplus of jJabor itn representative 
industries aggregating 97,800, as 
compared to a surplus over the pre- 
vious week of 123,605. 

Seven cities show a shortage ag- 
gregating 3750, or $00 less than’ the 
previous week, while sixteen show an 
equality of labor supply and demand. 
Of the thirty-six cities reporting 
surpluses, it is noticeable, says the 
statement, that fourteen showed de- 
creases and none showed a material 
increase. 

“Improvement in labor supply and 
demand during the week has been 
better on the c Coast than in 
any other section of the country,” 
concludes the statement.

tage of his absence in Paris to: attack him 
with their accustomed insular bitterness. 
Lioyd George was at his fighting best. 
His speech thrilled with the eloquence of 


justifiable pride in the work accomplished | 


by the “Big Four,” after nearly five months 
of such incessant labor as probably no four 
men in the whole world ever underwent 
before. Peace prospects have brightened 
iluminatingly through the new aspect of 
the case as the Premier has revealed it to 
the public. 

He attacked vigorously all the petty poll. 
ticlans who would sow discord among the 
Allied nations when the salvation of the 
world depended on their united efforts. He 
pald a gracious tribute to the pattent sym- 
pathy shown by President Wilson and to 
the heroism digplayed by ‘long-suffering 
France. -He pointed out how the inclusion 
of the League of Nations in the peace treaty 
had not delayed, but had actually hastened, 
the termination of the world anxiety. For 
it had enabled many points that would oth- 
erwise have had to be determined at the 
council chamber .to be left to the jurisdic- 
tion of the newly-formed league. 

With considerable warmth he refuted the 
charges that he had gone back on his pre- 
election pledges. In one slashing simile 
he summed up the position of the delegates 
at the peace table. “Stones were ciatter- 
ing on the roof and crashing through the 
windows, and wild men were screaming 
through the keyhole, while the tremendous 
issues depending on them required calm 
deliberation.” 
the paradoxical situation *of being at the 
same time speedy and deliberate. Their 
success has certainly been extraordinary. 

But the most vital and important part of 
Lioyd George's t speech was the mas- 
terly manner in™which he dealt with the 
perplexing problem of Russia. Both his 
confidence that the Russian mess will even- 
tually be cleaned up and the plan he out- 
lined for Allied assistarice toward this de- 
sirable end will go far to allay the doubts 
that many have felt as to the outcome of 
the Russian revolution. | 

In all that he said on this subject Lioyd 
George was clear and emphatic. There was 
to be no impossible crusade by armed might 
to right the wrongs of the despoiled Rus- 
sian people. The Slavs must themselves 
purge their own domestic affairs. “Russia,” 
he sald, “was very easy to invade and very 
The Allies must 
therefore employ different tactics. 

In effect, they would stand by Poland and 
Rumania and all lands affiliated with the 
cause of democracy in their resistance to 
any force used against them by the Red 
furies of Lenine and Trotzky. In Eastern 
Europe they would set up a barrier to pre- 
vent the bilgewater of Bolshevism from 
slopping over and fouling any untainted 
portions of the earth’s surface. Behind 
that barrier ihe Russian people must work 
out their own salvation. And Lioyd (ieorge 
gave us the final assurance, “Bolshevism 
itself was gradually waning and breaking 
down before the velentiesg force of eco- 
nomic facts.” 

The gallant Welshman, who saved FEne- 
land from disaster and defeat during the 
first three years of the war, has once again 
justified the faith reposed in him by the 
best elements in both Great Britain and 
the United States. His last speech proved 
conclusively that his powers are not lessen- 
ing. 


AWFUL PRICE. 
Thousands of American boys who went 
overseas and took part in the great war 
are now pouring back home to be demobil- 
ized from base hospitals at army camps in 
their own country. 

And we who watched them march away, 
gay and smiling, to the battles see them 
now again returning after the great adven- 
It is with a profound interest that 
we look on. 

The other day there marched into 
lobby of a big hotel in San Diego a 
of fifty wounded overseas men 
base hospital at Camp Kearny.

They would not 
change one thing about it, even if they 
could. They had ventured and sndured. 

They had 
the assurance that, had it not been for 
them, there would be no England, no 
France, no Belgium nor any free nation un- 
der all Europe's skies. 

But, oh, dear God, thitfk of what it fs 
that these boys have given up—their youth, 


the strength of their once strong, young 


bodies, the once bright, leaping gladness of 
their hearts! 

This is the price thatthe sons of mothers 
must pay for the mad and senseless folly 
of war. This is the price that the mothers 
of sons must pay. And the price is far too 
great.

California Industry is Jeopardized by 


Federal Indifference. 


_BY CHAPIN HALD. 


With millions of ocunndia of Cal- 
ifornia beans in storage, and hun- 


dreds of growers suffering actual pri- 
vation because of inability te move 
their crops, the War Trade Board 


has refused, point ‘blank, to protect 


the industry by placing an embargo 


on oriental beans. 
California growers planted beans 


at the direct request of the govern- 


ment, as a War measure. They 
planted them because they were ac- 
tueted by patriotic motives. When 
the war ended and the government 
ceased to exercise ita options for the 
beans the banks came loyally to the 
relief of the growers. Both were 
in reasonable expectation that as 


s00n as readjustment problems had 


been digested the home producer 
would be taken care of. and pref- 
erence given to the home-grown 


In @ Gispatch from Clarence M. 


Woolley of the War Trade Board, to} 
Senator Phelan, in reply to an effort 


on the part of the Senator to secure 
relief, Woolley refers to the policy 
of his board, laid down in the mat- 
ter of oriental oils, when an embar-

AN UNHAPPY REFERENCE. 


This was not a particularly happy 
reference, for if there is one thing 


in connection with the government's 
arbitrary handling of food matters 


which brings to the investigator an 
unholy desire to join the Bolsheviki, 
it ie this same oll episode. 
Cottonseed-oil producers had con- 
tracted for the cottonseed from «a 
liberal acreage. at a price entirely 


setisfactory to the farmer. Along 
comes a government board. which, 


perhaps knew as little about cotton- 


seed oll as a Boche soldier does of 
the seventh commandment. and or- 
ders the price to the farmer raised 
several dollars per ton, in spite of 
the perfectly good contract to which 


neither party had raised any objec- 
tion. This was to “help win the 
war,” and the manufacturers swal- 
lowed the pill and prepared te turn 


out the product. Then the govern- 


ment limited the profit to a maxi- 


mum spread of $3 per ton profit to 
the oil mills. Two million dollars 
had been loaned the growers in the 


Imperial Valley by one manufactur- 


ing concern alone. The abrogation 
of the contract price to be paid for 
the seed and the limit placed on the 
profit, which barely allowed for the 
“slack,.”’ made the production of cot- 
tonseed oil a patriotic sacrifice 
rather than a business enterprise. 


Then, and to cap the climax, the 


importation of inferior oriental oils 
was permitted. Oils packed in sec- 
ond-hand oil cans, oils containing 
heavy percentages of free fatty acid, 
which is vegetable offal of the 
nastiest description; oils which car- 
tied a sufficient price range, at a 
much lower level, to make millions 
for the peckers, and closed the home 
milie in a hurrv, leaving vast quan- 
tities of supplies on hand, and miil- 
lions of investment inactive. 


BAD SITUATION. 
Here ite the situation, as outlined 


by Senator Phelan, in a telegram to 
‘Mr. Woolley, chairman of the War 
‘Trade Board, no longer ago than 
os 11 of this year. Tt was sent. 
lafter careful investigation: 


“T find a serious situation existing 


with respect to the cottonseed indus- 
trv in California, induced by the 
ruinous competition of imported pea- 
nut and cottonseed ofls. The Food 
Administration’s stabilization pro- 
gramme oalls for $63 per ton of seed 
to be paid to the farmer: 17% cents 
per pound, basis, crude oll to be paid | 
the ofl mills by the refiners: refin- 
ers to add 3 per cent. profit on their 
cost, refined to a degree of prime , 
oll containing no free fatty acid or 
decomposed matter. and to sell to 
the packers, who convert to a com- 
pound and resell at a stabilized price 
basis of 23 cents per pound. The 
packers are not doing this. In- 
‘stead of paying the refiners 19 cents 
per pound for refined domestic oil, 
containing no free fatty acid, they 
are paying 14 cents per pound (this 
price went as low as 12 cents) for 
imported oriental peanut and cotton- 
seed oils, containing as high as 2% 


per cent. and over of free fatty acid, 


shutting off the market for Cal- 
ifornia cottonseed oil, and instead 
of making the allowable profit pre- 
scribed by the Food Administration, 
besed on a spread of 4 cents, ther 
are making 9 cents per pound, and 
giving the public a. greatly inferior 
product. 


“As an ilinetration of the inferior 


grade of ofl being imported from the 
orient, two carloads of peanut ofl 
recently brought into San Francisco 
were rejected by the inspector of the 
Rureau of Animal Industry, as con- 
taining over 2% per cent. of free 
fatty acid, but he'twas overruled by 
a superior at Washington. 


“Three of the Imperial Valley oil 


mille are already shut down. and the 
large mil) at Vernon ts on the verge 
of shutting down, throwing about 500 
men out of employment. Their 


presént situation is’ the result of 


lovally supporting the regulations nd 
the Food Administration, with aseu 

ances that the stabilization she 
gramme would be maintained; that 
the packers would co-operate, and: 
that oriental oils would not be per- 
mitted to come in, to the detriment | 
of the stabilization programme. The « 
cotton vield of the California dis- 
trict will be about 100.000 baies 
this year, with a forecast for the 
coming season of 25 per cent. in- 
crease, but if finances are not forth- 
coming the whole industry will be 
ruined.

BANKS INTERESTED. 
Banks in the Imperial Valiey are 
taking a lively interest in the pres- 
ent condition due to the fact that 
the customary financing of the 


farmers is made impracticable 
through the attitude of the govern- 
ment. One of the Calexico banks 
investigated the conditiong in the 
south. Here ig an extract from a 
man cioselvy identified with them: 

“Your cottonseed oil milis of 
California are in no worse shape 
than are the cottonseed oi] milis of 
the entire South. In this State 
(Louisiana) the price of seed ran 
from $68 to $73 per ton and some 
of our mills have had to close 
down, due to the fact that they 
were unable to move the oil at any 
price. Today the restrictions in 
regard to the sale of seed are practi- 
cally removed as by telegraphic in- 
etructions from Washington the 
question of seed prices is a matter 
of mutual agreement between the 
producer and the mill. This means 
bankruptcy for a large number of 
oil mills in this State. 

“IT have repeatediy written the 
Food Administration in regard to 
conditions. Every effort that we 
have been abie to utilize has been 
worked to the limit in order to keep 
our legitimate agriculturists and 
manufacturers from being crushed 
out of existence by competition with 
the dirty, filthy ofl from the Orient 
shipped here in unsanitary package 


menner. We are handicapped in 
every way in our work. The 
President and Mr. Hoover are in 
Europe; neither the Senate nor the 
House ie in session, and the few re- 
maining members of the Food Ad- 
minigtration in Washington do not 
seem to have the authority neces- 
sary to issue the peremptory orders 
which present conditions require.” 

The beid presentation of this con- 
dition, the authenticity of which i« 
vouched for by men who have de- 
voted much time to its investigation 
should be sufficient to arouse the 
indignation of the consumer.

City to Complete System if 
Edison Pact Fails. 


Public Service Board Tells 
Engineer to Proceed. 


Asks Harbor Board to Order 
Company from Island. 


Unanimous “action of the Board 
Commissioners, 
yesterday afternoon, on a resolution 
presented by Commissioner R. F. 
Del Valle, indicated that the board 
is determined to proceed at once 
toward the completion of the mu- 
nicipal electrical distribution system 
if present negotiations with the 
Southern California Edison Company 
are not completed by the first of 
July. 


“We all hope the negotiations will 
work out, but if they do not, we 
want to be ready for immediate ac- 
tion,”” said Commissioner Young, as 
the vote was being taken which au- 
Engineer 
Scattergood to proceed with the plans 
for extension. 

Commissioner Del Valle’s resolu- 
tion reads: 

“Be it resolved, that tn view of 
the fact that the ‘operating agree- 
ment’ with the Southern California | 
Edison Company will, by its terms, 
expire July 1, 1919, the Chief Elec- 


pare and report, as soon as may be 
practicable, the necessary plans for 
the extension of the electrical dis- 
tributing system and the conduct of 
the power business of the city, inde- 
pendently of that company after 
said date: such plans to be designed 
for execution in the event a satis- 
factory purchase agreement cover- 
ing the distributing system of that 
company in this city is not secured 
prior to July 1, 1919.”
